It has been 
said that his efforts produced more 
results in bettering the country school 
than those of any other five men. " 


Original in Ohio. 
•• 


This particular form of extension-is 


original with Ohio. A school is five 
days long and of six hours each. The 
overhead expenses, such as salaries 
and traveling expenses, are paid from 
the appropriation. 
Those attending 


the school pay the local expenses such 
as hotel bills, hall rent, heat, light 
and demonstration, materials., This 
amounts to about $1 per-student. 
As 


many counties, are reached as possible 
in a year. Seven men and one woman 
are on the payroll of Oct. 1.

STATE RECOVERS LANDS 


Cleveland Railroad Property Wrong- 


fully Leased by City. 


Columbus, O, Oct. 13.—By a de- 


cision of the Franklin county ^rircnlt 
court the state is held to be the 
owner of property In the heart of 
the city of Cleveland valued at $5.- 
000,000. and occupied by the Cleve- 
land Terminal and Valle- railroad 
and the Baltimore & Ohio railroad. 
This property was leased to the Val- 
ley Railroad company, of which the 
two railroads mentioned are the suc- 
cessors, by the city council of Cleve- 
land, on Nov. 3. 1S79. for a period of 
93 years, with the privilege of renew- 
ing the lease forever. 


By act of the legislature the state 


gave the property to the ^ity to be 
used as a public highway, and it 
brought sr!t to recover the land on 
the ground that the city, by falling 
to comply with the terms of tae 
grant, had forfeited its right to the 
property, and thus could not convey 
it to the railroad company.
